DETROIT, June 6 ‘(AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co.:and CIO United | 
Auto Workers today reached a 
three-year contract agreement | 
giving the union a compromise | 
guaranteed wage plan. 

The settlement was expected | 
to halt quickly a mushrooming | 
strike which had made about 
half of Ford’s 140,000 workers | 


idle across the nation. 

UAW President Walter P. 
Reuther said it was the “largest | 
economic package we've ever ne- 
gotiated.” He put a price tag of 
better than 20 cents-an-hour per 
employe on the deal. 

Reuther agreed the union had 
fallen short of its original de- | 
mand for a guaranteed annual | 
Wage — coverage of up to 52 
weeks in unemployment pay dur- 
ing layoffs. 

General Motors Corp., With 
which the union had been bar- 
gaining separately, had not im- 
mediate comment on the Ford | 
settlement. The G.M. talks were | 
recessed to mid-afternoon to 
permit UAW Vice President John 
Livingston, chief union negotia- 
tor at G.M., to confer with 
Reuther. 

Reuther said that he would 
enter the G.M. talks temorrow. 

Possible G.M. Strike. 

A possible strike among G.M.’s 
325,000 workers is threatened at 
midnight tomorrow, but jt was 
expected G.M. would reach a 
quick agreement ahead of any 
walkout on the basis of the Ford 
settlement. 

The Ford plan covers a maxi- 
mum of only 26 weeks of lay- 
offs, and is what has been 
referred to as a “guaranteed 
semi-annual wage.” The Ford 
company referred to it as a “sup- | 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fit plan.” 

The agreement provides for a 
$55,000,000 company fund to pay | 
benefits to laid off employes’ 
ranging up to $25 a week, sup-| 
plementing state unemployment 
compensation payments. 

Reuther, in a joint news con- 
ference with Ford Vice President 
John S. Bugas, said the agree- 
ment is a “historic first step’ 
toward meeting the problem of 
jog insecurity. 

He said it established the 
principle “on which we are go- 
ing to build a guaranteed an- 
nual wage” in the automobile | 
and other major industries. 

Demands Scaled Down. 

The Ford plan provides bene- 
fits which, when added to state | 
payments, will guarantee a¥§ 
worker 60 to 65 per cent of | 
normal take-home pay. The 
UAW recently had scaled its) 
demand down to 80 per cent of | 
take-home pay, and the settle- 
ment terms entailed a further 
compromise.

ties to talk to the Russians, who are attending with increasing 


regularity. 

Within the last five days I 
have attended more official re- 
ceptions and informal lunches 
at Moscow embassies than I did 
in five months in Washington. 
Every minuté was worthwhile 
fer a quick feel of Moscow at- 
mosphere. 

Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov, whom I had seen at the 
Afghanistan reception, appeared 
again at the national holiday 
celebration at the Italian em- 
bassy. As previously, he chatted 
at length and drank red wine 
with our ambassadorial host 
and then talked briefly with 
American, British, French and 
other ambassadors and _  dis- 
tinguished guests. As on the 
other occasions, he was the soul 
of smiling affability. 

The diplomatic Iron Curtain 
first was partly opened by the 
Soviet government at the Octo- 
ber Revolution celebration in 
1953, after Stalin’s death. Be- 
fore that even the highest rank- 
ing diplomats had extreme dif- 
ficulty in making formal con- 
tacts with Kremlin officials. 
This difficulty still exists. 

Talk With a Minister. 

Western correspondents are 
also invited to these affairs and 
have a chance to talk with Rus- 
sian officials who are almost in- 
accessible on other occasions. At 
an Italian reception 1 had a 
30-minute talk with I. A. Bene- 
diktov, minister of state farms, 
and one of the most important 
officials because of the need for 
more agricultural production. 
The chance was accidental. I 
was standing nearby when he 
was introduced to Douglas Joy, 
Labor member of the British 
Parliament, with whom I had 
lunched several hours before. 
Our interpreter was Oleg Troy- 
anovsky, son of first Soviet Am- 
bassador to Washington and 
Molotov’s usual interpretér here 
and at international conferences. 

Joy represents the working 
class district of Battersea in Lon- 
don and I am not a farm expert. 
I was impressed by Benediktov’s 
positive personality and his com- 
mand of statistics. Joy, an Ox- 
ford man, said he was also im- 
pressed. The Britisher remarked 
to the minister, “You must be 
the most important man in Rus- 
sia today.” Benediktov smilingly 
demurred at this flattery. He 
said state farms had delivered 


The minister said new projects 
would be largely state farms 
rather than collective farms. 
actually under control of govern- 
ment in the past, the huge state 
farms require large outlays of 
capital and machinery beyond 
the capacity of collectives. They 
are to agriculture what heavy 
industries are to mechanical pro- 
duction. 

I asked if I would be per- 
mitted to see Gigant, one of the 
enormous farms near Rostov on 
my forthcoming trip out of Mos- 
cow. I visited it in 1931 and had 
been told that it is not now open 
to our experts. Benediktov’s re- 
ply was, “Why not see it?” 

Indians Courted. 

Benediktov apparently does 
not attend many receptions and 
we had to check his name and 
title after our chat. He greeted 
the Indian ambassador with a 
politician’s glad hand and en- 
gaged him in conversation. In- 
dian diplomats and delegations 
are being courted by Soviet of- 


ficials. 

Besides affording opportun- 
ities for serious and informal 
conversations, Moscow recep- 
tions differ from Washington af- 
fairs in the tacit consent given 
to American correspondents . to 
photograph distinguished guests 
with flash bulbs. Molotov ap- 
peared indifferent to this prac- 
tice which Western diplomats 
say has debatable value to them- 
selves. 

Permission to Americans to 
photograph has been widely ex- 
tended by the Russians. At cen- 
tral airport, a military field 
near the heart of the city, an 
American correspondent took 
photos of an arriving Swedish 
parliamentary delegation but, 
was careful not to point his 
camera at some jet planes a 
long way down the field. In- 
cidentally some members of the 
Swedish. delegation were none 
too pleased when the editor of 
a Stockholm Communist paper 
joined their party at Helsinki. 

In Stockholm I found opposi- 
tion to this visit by a parliamen- 
tary delegation. The argument 
was that it was all right for 
trade union, cultural and educa- 
tional groups to be entertained 
in Russia but an official delega- 
tion was something else. The

To the Lincolnian theme of 


the centennial talks, “Can Man- 
kind Endure, Half-Slave and 
Half-Free?”, Wiley responded 


that Americans would never be 


He 
added, however, that history 
furnished many instances in 


which opposing systems existed 
side by side in relative peace. 

“Somehow,” he said, “no mat- 
ter how serious the crisis, we 
must find peaceful means to try 
to settle it. This does not mean 
appeasement, because we know 
appeasement is self-defeating. 

“But it does mean exhausting 
every last alternative in every 
last situation in the interest of 
peace.”’ 

Denounces Saber Rattling. 

The Senator lashed out vigor- 
ously at those who talk lightly 
and irresponsibly of the possi- 
bility of war. He defended the 
Eisenhower Administration 
against critics who wanted an 
ultimatum hurled at Red China 
because of the imprisoned Amer- 
ican airmen. 

Despite disappointments of the 
past, he said, American negoti- 
ators should not permit their 
hope and confidence to fade. He 
said forthcoming meetings at 
San Francisco, and the talks “at 
the summit” that will follow, 
offered a chance for progress in 
resolving East-West tensions. 

“This country is going to be 
all right if it keeps out of war,” 
Wiley remarked during a ques- 
tion period. “And that’s why 
people like Ike—he is not going 
to be persuaded to jump into a’ 
war.’ 

Defends Foreign Aid. 


A former isolationist but to- | 


day an advocate of international 
co-operation, the Wisconsin Re- 
publican devoted a majer part 
of his address to a plea for bet- 
ter understanding by Americans 
of the Government’s foreign aid 
program.

On Dead Center 


The General Accounting Office's objections to 
the proposed TVA revenue-bond scheme appear 
on the whole to be soundly taken. GAO's chief, 
Comptroller General Joseph Campbell, says the 
bond method is “basically undesirable.” He 
states it as a principle of good public administra- 
tion that “if borrowing from the public is neces- 
sary, the Secretary of the Treasury” rather than 
TVA “should perform this function.” Finally, he 
affirms the principle that. “the financing of Gov- 
ernment activities should be by appropriation.” 

These are all considerations which should be 
gone into thoroughly before deciding whether 
bonds are an acceptable alternative to appropria- 
tions for financing increases in TVA’s power ca- 
pacity. Only if the grave objections that have 
now been raised were outweighed by real, not 
theoretical, advantages should the bond alterna- 
tive be rursued. 

Comptroller General Campbell points out that 
the appropriation method of financing places 
“Congress in a position to review, annually, TVA 
needs which can be weighed against the overall 
of revenue and expenditures of the 


Government.”

The search for alternative means of financing, 
such as the bond issue scheme, and the search 
for alternative means of management, such 
as the Dixon-Yates monstrosity, have taken on 
the aspects not of exploration but of chronic 
floundering. 

But with Dixon-Yates stopped by litigation 
and the bond scheme under serious question by 
the Coniptroller General, both these would-be 
alternatives are now on dead center right along- 
side the President.

Toward Two Parties in St. Louis 

“No activity, no interest, no money.” That is 
how one astute young Republican described the 
St. Louis G.O.P.’s precinct performance in the 
April municipal election, when the party suf- 
fered one of its worst defeats since the late 
1930s. 

While this was certainly true, it ignored what 
many rank-and-filers would consider the most 
important factor of all—the quality of the party’s 
candidates at the ward level. In general they 
were quite uninspiring, hardly better than the 
mine-run politicians under the Democratic ban- 
ner. And in some cases they were not even that 
good. Is it arly wonder that nobody was interest- 
ed and that money was short? 

Surprisingly, however, @ committee of St. 
Louis Republicans which has been conducting a 
quiet post-mortem, has come to a different con- 
clusion. In their view the fortunes of the party 
in St. Louis can be considerably enhanced if 
the intra-party split over patronage at the state 
level can be healed. Presumably that would 
mean that some patronage and perhaps some 
money might be available to lubricate the rusty 
party apparatus here. 

But are money and patronage sufficient with- 
out good candidates? Money and patronage may 
be useful ingredients in building a functioning 
party organization, but they will be wasted if 
outstanding candidates are not induced to run. 

It is not in the public interest when one party 
can win with just about anybody, which is what 
the Democrats have been doing lately. A func- 
tioning two-party system would be an effective 
brake on Democratic arrogance born of easy 
victories. Outstanding G.O.P. candidates are the 
essential first step toward that objective.

Do These Oaths Protect? 

The New York Housing Authority has asked 
another 30,000 tenants in low cost apartments, 
built with federal aid, to sign a loyalty oath or 
be evicted. Previously, 16,000 such notices had 
been sent out together with copies of the Attor- 
ney General's list of proscribed organizations. 

The legality of this oath is being tested before 
the Supreme Court. But one is impressed less by 
its possible infraction of constitutional rights 
than by its futility. Teachers, tenants, public em- 
ployes, almost everybody could sooner or later 
be asked to subscribe to a loyalty oath. Yet it is 
to be doubted that this would be a real contribu- 
tion to American security. 

The compulsory loyalty oath disturbs many 
individuals who feel that it puts them in a sus- 
pect category. Ever since they were school 
children they have repeatedly and voluntarily 
recited the pledge of allegiance—and felt 
proud in doing so. Now an oath is demanded of 


them to purge themselves of suspicion or perhaps 
worse. Is this really conducive to the patriot’s 
warm-hearted love for his country? Does it help 
officialdom in any way to guard that country?

A Time for Moderate Speech 

With the Big Four “summit” conference, now 
apparently set for July 18 in Geneva, would it 
not be a good idea for high officials of our 
Government to observe a moratorium on rash 
statements about the talks? 

Vice President Nixon last week startled a 
good many Americans, as well as the Washing- 
ton diplomatic corps, by telling a Chicago audi- 
ence that the conference “could be the world’s 
last chance to settle differences peacefully and 
avoid a catastrophic war.” 

That is not the way Secretary Dulles and 
President Eisenhower have been describing the 
talks. Instead of stressing their importance, they 
have been minimizing them. Instead of dwelling 
on any momentous issues that hinge on the con- 
ference, they have been warning the people not 
to expect any substantive results beyond the ex- 
ploration of controversies which further negotia- 
tions at a lower level might hope to settle. 

But it is not only the discrepancy between Mr. 
Nixon's and other official views of the confer- 
ence that matters. The extreme nature of his re- 
marks is equally disturbing. In diplomacy it is 
never wise to approach a negotiation with dire 
public proclamations of the awful results that 
would follow if it failed. For then if it does in- 
deed fail, some people may act on the expecta- 
tion of the predicted awful results. 

Reading the Vice President's remarks, one gets 
the feeling that they were mainly rhetorical. He 
needed an “oomph” line for his speech, and the 
“last best chance” line seemed to have “oomph.” 

But in fact Mr. Nixon and everybody else can- 
not possibly know whether the coming confer- 
ence will offer the “last chance” or not. Should 
it fail, our leaders would have a solemn respon- 
sibility to conduct themselves as if it had not 
been the last chance, and to go on seeking fur- 
ther chances to settle differences peacefully. 

From now on, a decent restraint in the use of 
hyperbole should be the order of the day, That 
ought not to be too much to ask of a Vice Presi- 
dent, whose words are bound to be taken seri- 
ously by some people.

Judgment Reserved 

Police Chief Jeremiah O'Connell has asked 
St. Louisans to “reserve judgment” on the in- 
vestigation of alleged payoffs to policemen by 
an operator of a disorderly house. This is the 
only fair thing to do. 

Both the Police Department and the office 
of Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd are investi- 
gating the operations of the late Mrs. Alma June 
Lytz. They are looking into her mysterious 
account books and into the charges by a former 
employe of Mrs. Lytz that paying “silence” and 
“protection” money to police officers was a cus- 
tomary procedure. 

These are grave charges whose accuracy is still 
to be tested. The public must leave the sifting 
of evidence and conclusions about it to the 
police, the Circuit Attorney and the grand jury. 

For many years now the St. Louis Police De- 
partment has enjoyed an excellent reputation 
nationally and here at home. One of the reasons 
for the high public regard is the department's 
refusal to cover up for delinquent personnel. 
It was not always so, but it is so now and the 
public expects the Police Department to keep its 
reputation. That is the Lytz case challenge.

Federation in the County 

All citizens of the metropolitan area who are 
thinking about what can be done to improve the 
area's governmental organization will welcome 
the County Planning Commission's new study, 
“Metropolitan Metamorphosis.” 

Addressing himself to the problem of the 
county’s 96 municipalities—some of which are 
too small or too lacking in financtal resources to 
serve their citizens well—Director M. Eugene 
Baughman proposes a federation of municipali- 
ties to carry out some common functions. As he 
points out, many of these jurisdictions on their 
own are unable to solve such problems as high- 
ways, traffic regulation and mass transportation. 

Why not, then, delegate to a federation, gov- 
erned, say, by seven directors each representing 
14 municipalities, certain of these functions? 

It is a constructive idea which deserves serious 
consideration. Some citizens will wonder why 
the integration which Mr. Baughman has in mind 
cannot be accomplished without creating yet an- 
other level of government. Perhaps the county 
council could be organized in such a way as to 
serve as a municipal federation. In any case Mr. 
Baughman and his associates have started a dis- 
cussion which should be beneficial. 

Meanwhile it may be worth recalling that the 
county government itself has authority under its 
present charter to improve municipal services 
through its power to contract with any munici- 
pality for the operation of any local function 

The county's new police department repre- 
sents the kind of thing the county might be able 
to do and do well. Initially the force will serve 
only the unincorporated areas, but it is empow- 
ered to serve any municipality that is willing to 
pay a pro-rata share. If the department does a 
good job it is not likely to lack for support. 

The Planning Commission might consider 
whether the county charter ought to be revised, 
or at least amended, so that it can more readily 
accommodate the needs of its citizens. At the 
same time a study might be begun to determine 
exactly what state legislation is necessary to give 
the county the full municipal status that it would 
need to offer a full line of services.

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Reminder From Walt Whitman 

The State of New Jersey Is setting a splendid 
example for other states in the preservation of 
the house in which Walt Whitman completed his 
famous book of poems, “Leaves of Grass,” pub- 
lished just 100 years ago. The house, a two-story 
clapboard dwelling in Camden, was taken over 
by the state eight years ago to insure permanent 
preservation. As part of the centennial, plans 
are under way to buy surrounding property for 
landscaping so the last home of the “good, gray 
poet” may become a fitting national literary 
shrine. Currently the house is the scene of a 
Whitman exhibition and visitors are arriving 
from many parts of the country. Libraries and 
schools are joining in the observance. 

This is a reminder that the Missouri Legisla- 
ture has never bothered to set up a historic sites 
authority under the provision in the 1945 Mis- 
souri Constitution included for that purpose. 
When we remember how hard it was to save 
the Eugene Field Birthplace, 634 South Broad- 
way, and the Campbell House, 1508 Locust, from 
wreckers, it is evident that need for an authority 
in Missouri is greater than in New Jersey. 

Why does not some Missouri Senator or Rep- 
resentative resolve now to see that the necessary 
legislation becomes the policy of Missouri?

(which could change in coming months 
or years) shows the United States made 
substantial ad- 
vances, despite one 
incredible blunder. 
For friends of the 
West to seize initia- 
tive at the outset 
was a surprise; 
what behind-the- 
scenes part the 
United States Gov- 
ernment may have 
played in it re- 
mains a matter of 
eonjecture. 

Known facts are 
that a leader of the 
pro-West attack 6+ John Kotelawala 
was Brig. Gen. Car- 
los P. Romulo, especially appointed for 
the task bv Philippines President Ra- 
mon Magsaysay, who earlier was given 
all-out support for the Philippines 
presidency by our embassy in Manila. 

The Filipinos have a limited accept- 
ance in the Far East because of their 
close ties to America. Hence, the im- 
pact of Romulo’s position would have 
been less had he not received support 
from Ceylon and Pakistan, two of the 
five sponsoring Colombo powers (the 
others: India, Indonesia and Burma). 


U.S. Has Strong Asian Friends 


As a result of their efforts—abetted 
at one time or another by Ethiopia, Iraq, 
Iran, Lebanon, Liberia, Libya, Sudan, 
Thailand, Turkey and South Viet Nam 
—Communist imperialism was identi- 
fied as being as detrimental to Asia as 
Western colonialism. 

The United States, which had public- 
ly belittled the conference, found it 
had unexpectedly strong friends in 
Asia. Distaste for the meeting was so 
strong in Washington that the State 
Department made every effort to pre- 
vent attendance of Representative 
Adam Clayton Powell as a completely 
unofficial observer. Yet Congressman 
Powell performed a service by publiciz- 
ing the true state of racial discrimi- 
nation in the United States. 


The conference emphasized’ the 
worth of the individual and the dignity 
of the new nations struggling from the 
stone age into the twentieth century. 
Perhaps that was the fundamental hope 
of the sponsors. 

Asians want respect and acceptance 
as equals. Although they have not en- 
joyed the West's material success, their 
cultures are older. They are deter- 
mined to assert their bard-won inde- 
pendence and the West will ignore that 
determination at its peril. 


Bandung as a Milestone 


The Bandung conference. was a mile- 
stone in that it was organized by and 
for the colored races and almost cer- 
tainly will inaugurate a period of 
greater cultural, political and economic 
interchange among them. 

Among Oriental nations only Japan 
has had a measure of success in adapt- 
ing Western industrial techniques—and 
it has come about half way. Yet many 
Asians; whose patience is proverbial, 
are impatient when it comes to indus- 
trial progress. 

This represents one of the basic dan- 
gers of Communism. Asian intellectuals 
know what Russia has accomplished in 


30 years, and, closer to home, they see. 


the unbelievable organizing job Com- 
munists have managed in China in five 
years. They are sorely tempted to drive 
forward by tarian means, many 
harboring 


the illusion that having 


achieved industrialization by Commu- 
nist methods, they can drop Commu- 
nism and become democratic. 

This is why the economic race be- 
tween India and China, the two biggest 
nations on earth, one democratic and 
the other totalitarian, is so important 
to the world. 

The last point on economic co-opera- 
tion in the communique emphasized 
“the particular significance of the de- 
velopment of nuclear energy for peace- 
ful purposes.” The conference urged 
speedy establishment of an international 
atomic-energy agency. There is nothing 
in this not to be commended, but It il- 
lustrates how far hope and imagination 
can outrun reality. 


Long List of Immediate Needs 


The world of Asia is much farther 
behind the West than most Americans 
realize. In this world the atom seems 
somewhat remote. Realities indicate a 
greater immediate need for better seed 
and agricultural methods, soap and pure 
drinking water, simple household and 
farm implements and, above all, revolu- 
tion in sanitation and public health. 

The Bandung nations seem on firmer 
ground when they advocate, as they did 
in the first two économic- co-operation 
points, mutual exchange of technical 
assistance, experts, trainees, demonstra- 
tion equipment, know-how and economic 
aid. The question of outside economic 
aid was left rather vague. 

There is much the Asian and African 
nations can do to help one another. 
Philippine medical teams have done 
splendid work in Indochina. Some ex- 
perts maintain Asians and Africans can 
benefit more by instruction from Fili- 
pinos and Japanese, who have partly 
bridged the East-West gap, than from 
Americans. 

The conference indorsed the prin- 
ciples of human rights as set out in 
the U.N. Charter and called for uni- 
versal disarmament, including atomic 
weapons. Since the conferring nations 
have no atomic weapons, agreement 
was easily reached. 

The Far East was greatly impressed 
by the success of Gandhi's non-violence 
campaign against the British in India. 
and, on the other hand, was horrified 
by the shambles to which Korea was 
reduced by modern weapons Both 
these events stimulated already strong 
pacifist leanings. 


New Meeting and a New Attitude 


In evaluating Bandung, it might be 
profitable to take a look at one man. 
Sir John Kotelawala, Ceylon’s Prime 
Minister, who visited the United States 
last December. At that time it was 
not suspected he would be one of the 
outspoken foes of Communism. 

By his activities at Bandung he gained 
stature with the West and probably with 
a good many Asians, although he was 
attacked by the Communists and by 
followers of Prime Minister Nehru of 
India, who did not want to discuss 
Communism. 

Bandung should set at rest some fears 
that have hamstrung American policy. 
There probably will be another con- 
ference of the Bandung nations (tenta- 
tive agreement was reached to meet at 
Cairo next year), and if there is. it is 
to be hoped the United States will not 
adopt a cavalier attitude toward it. Un- 
less one has closed his mind and set an 
unalterable course, there is something 
to be gained merely by give-and-take 
at the table. Something for everyone.

Gods Built From Nouns 


THE THREE HILLS OF SEMANTIKA. by John J. 
Kessler. (Kessler, 6639 University Dr., St. ‘Louis, 
150 pgs., $4.) 

Under the leadership of men such 
as Alfred Korzybski, S. I. Hayakawa 
and Oliver L. Reiser, many of us have 
become more conscious of the inter- 
dependence of the structure of language 


and the structure of thought. Now 
John J. Kessler is attempting in his 
‘The Three Hills of Semantika” to give 


new meaning and content to this idea. 
In this first volume of his trilogy he 
Starts a semantic analysis of the history 
of civilization. 

There is, the author says, ample evi- 
dence that human beings with de- 
veloped language habits think in one 
or more of three fundamental ways— 
in terms of things, of qualities and of 
processes. We make use, that is, of 
noun thinking, of adjective and adverb 
thinking, and of verb thinking. And it 
is possible to discern among Western 
peoples progressive development from 
one type of thought to another. 

This noun thinking was predominant 
up until about 600 BC., adjective and 
adverb thinking was basic to the classi- 
cal and medieval periods, and since 
1600 there has been a slowly growing 
tendency toward verb thinking, that is, 
toward process thinking. 

Dr. Kessler brings this rather intel- 
lectual conception to life by the use of 
a pleasant, homely metaphor. He sug- 
gests that we can think of mén as living 
successively on three hills. We of the 
twentieth century are still struggling 
in the valley of confusion between the 
second and third hills. 

We are introduced to the First Hill 
by a disarming story of a Pharaoh’s son 
learning his picture language. For sym- 
bols he uses pictures of concrete ob- 
jects, even when he writes of the things 
“we cannot see, but for which we have 
many names.” ; 

We are shown how gods are built 
from the experiences and the aspira- 
tions of men, thus becoming epic ex- 
amples of noun thinking. In the same 
appreciative spirit, Dr. Kessler paints 
for us the synthesis of fact and of hu- 
man ideals which brought about the 
legend of Moses and, finally, the story 
of Jesus. Further examples of noun 
thinking are given, including some in 
the history of science. 

In this first volume we are intro- 
duced to a convincing re-interpretation 
of history. The author reminds us, 
moreover, that as we graduate to more 
advanced types of thinking, we must 
remember that though the gods and 
heroes loved of old may have gone, the 
qualities for which men valued them 
remain and are as important now as 
they ever were

field today launched the new 
certified mail service as a regu- 
lar part of postal operations. 

Robert S. Bancroft, 39-year- 
old Washington letter carrier 
was the guest of honor at a 
ceremony in Summerfield’s re- 
ception rooms. He received a 
leather-bound album containing 
the new 15 cent certified stamp 
which b_ars Bancroft’s likeness. 

Bancroft is the first living 
postal employe to serve as a 
model for a stamp design. The 
stamp depicts a carrier on his 
route. 

Certified mail is a simplified 
form of registered mail. For 
15 cents, plus regular postage, 
the Post Office keeps a record 
of certified mail delivery at the 
local post office for six months 
in the event the sender should 
need to establish that the item 
was actually delivered. 

Certified service started in 
Washington today, where the 
new certified stamp had its 
first-day sale. The service and 
the stamp will be available else- 
where throughout the nation 
tomorrow.

BODY longs to see his dentist unless, of course, he has 
N> tert toothache. Children are no exception, indeed 

they dislike the idea vigorously. Nowadays the dentists 
do their intelligent best to overcome the children’s fear. If 
mothers will help them 
things will be easier all 
around. 

When a mother visits 
her dentist she might take 
the little one ta whom this 
experience is_ still un- 
known along with her. The 
understanding dentist 
makes the young visitor 
welcome and does what he 
hopes will make his visit 
pleasant and leave a good 
taste in his mind and 
mouth. 

There will be a toy, a picture book, a small chair and 
table to match. The nurse will make the child comfortable 
and at ease. When there is opportunity the dentist will let 
the child sit in the chair, let him “ride” up and down in it, 
maybe take a look at his teeth, without touching them, ad- 
mire them, tell him he is a wonderful patient and let him 
go. Familiarity destroys fear and kindness creates faith, 
all of which make a child's trip to the dentist less of a 
trial.

THERE SHOULD ALWAYS BE a reward waiting the 
child who goes to the dentist and takes his treatment with- 
out a fuss. The whole event is a trial of endurance to most 
children and no matter how fine the preparation there is 
aiways some fear to overcome, some self contro] required, 
and a reward helps. The child can look forward to it while 
he sits quietly in the chair and “helps” the dentist. 

Surely this requires time; patience and understanding 
on the part of the dentist but most of the modern ones 
know that time spent in such preparation saves time later 
and give it gladly.

ALL CHILDREN, once they have a full set of teeth 
should see their dentist twice a year to make certain that 
they are preserved in sound health. It is sad to see the 
pupils in the upper grades of the elementary schools want- 
ing the first molars. Those teeth are essential, the child 
needs them for chewing his food; he peeds them to keep 
his mouth in shape; he needs them to enable him to speak 
clearly. In short he needs those teeth. He can never replace 
them once they are lost. No false tooth can ever fully take 
the place of the original one. It is invaluable. 

The teeth of the children under 6 years need dental 
care. It is a mistake to wait until the child gets his perma- 
nent set before having him see his dentist. If parents would 
only understand that a set of sound teeth is like an insur- 
ance policy for old age they would heed this.

ing pool for his kids. When Mr. 
W. W. D. knocked the wood 
forms around the pool apart, the 
pool came apart too which wasn’t 
exactly what Mr. W. W. D. had 
expected. 

The trouble here was not with 
the design of the pool nor the 
mixture of the concrete but in 
the way the concrete was poured. 

The right way to pour concrete 
is to dump a layer about six 
inches deep into the form and 
then pack it down good and 
tight. Spading the concrete in 
the form with a shovel helps to 
get it good and solid, and so does 
jabbing it with a metal rod or a 
piece of two-by-four. 

On small jobs you can tap the 
sides of the forms with a ham- 
mer to help compress the con- 
crete. When it’s impossible to 
complete a pouring operation in 
one day, leave the surface of the 
poured concrete rough, On the

A big mistake is to remove the 
forms before the concrete is 
thoroughly hard. Best te leave 
them on for a week to 10 days, 
Another important point to re- 
member if you want your con- 
crete to be solid and durable is 
to keep it covered with damp 
burlap, straw or something simi- 
lar for about a week to 10 days 
after pouring. This will prevent 
the concrete drying out before 
it has properly set.

The woman who inquired thought 
that calcium shots her doctor gave her relieved leg 
cramps. Thus it must be good for the nerves, she thought. 
ye Other people have in- 

quired about vitamin B or 


special foods for the 
nerves. How about nerve 
tonics? After all, if there 


are blood builders, bone 
builders, and skin beauti- 
fiers in various foods, what 
about special nourishment 
for nerves? 

The answer is both yes 
and no,

Pie YOUR BODY requires 
DR. SHEPHERD certain foods for good 
growth and activity, just as modern cars need good gaso- 
line and oil for good performance. The essential protec- 
tive foods are proteins (found mostly in meat, egg whites, 
fish, fowl, cottage cheese), vitamins, and a few minerals. 
Ordinary foods provide all these elements. (Incidentally, 
pork is a rich source of vitamin B.) Then, of course, you 
need the energy foods, sugars and fats. 

All the essentials are found in what people normally 
eat each day. If you try to live on coffee and cola drinks, 
then you aren't getting your quota of protective food ele- 
ments. The same applies to the alcoholic who passes up 
meals in favor of whisky. 

But most people who eat three or four good meals a 
day get the foods their bodies need without having to take 
special pills or supplements. The sole exception to this is 
the growing child, who needs extra vitamin D daily. 

x * * 

NERVES ARE living tissue just like the rest of the 
body. To work properly, every part of your body needs a 
basic amount of the protective and energy foods. 

But when most people talk about nerves, they are really 
talking about the emotions, which are total body functions 
involving the ductless glands (adrenal, pituitary, thyroid, 
sex glands), muscles, digestive tube, blood vessels, as well as 
the nerves. And emotions are functions of the body rather 
than a part of the machinery. 

If you eat good meals each day and hold your weight, 
your body is getting the physical foods it needs to work 
properly. 

But “nerves”—the emotions of anxiety, fear, anger and 
resentment, as well as muscle tensions and irritableness— 
spring from spiritual malnutrition rather than lack of meat, 
lettuce or liquids. 

x *« * 

THE NERVE CABLES and connections are physically 
capable of working normally. They just need the right cur- 
rents flowing into them from feelings of doing the job well, 
of being wanted, of having friends and being friendly, of 
loving and being loved. 

People with nerves breakdowns are spiritually starved 
tather than physically starved. Their machinery is in good 
shape. To reverse the old saying, the flesh is willing but 
the spirit is weak. 

Most nerve “tonics” are really sedatives. 
your sensibilities, you feel calmer. 

Spiritual malnutrition should be treated by supplying 
the basic needs of your spirit—not merely by taking physical 
foods or drugs. Calcium won't calm the emotions. Vitamin 
B won't build an inner sense of security. 

I think that honest prayer—not the “gimme” kind but 
the admission of mistakes and seeking help, the earnest re- 
quest for guidance and belief in the strength of the spirit— 
is one good nerve nourishment.

A Happy Vacation in Your Automobile 


Plan Ahead to Assure Yourself of Getting the Most Pleasure Out of Every Mile of Travel

ious types of vacations. 


N A thousand years, Ameri- 
J can babies may be born with 

sealed-beam headlights instead 
of eyes... and we'll issue them 
permanent license numbers in- 
stead of names. The pedestrian 
—like the bison—is a vanishing 
breed. 

As of now, citizens of the 
United States own 46,000,000 
passenger cars—74 per cent of 
all those in existence—adding 
up to almost one per family. 
And most of them will be hitting 
the highways—even as you and 
I—in the hot vacation months 
ahead. 

According to the American 
Automobile Association, about 
60,000,000 of us have scheduled 
our holiday jaunts for July and 
August ... about 85 per cent 
of us in private autos. Unless 
you're smart enough to plan 
ahead, you won't see much but 
the other guy’s exhaust. 

Before you start, find out 
about motels, hotels, service sta- 
tions, scenic wonders, historical 
sites and such . .. and before 
making reservations at a resort. 
If you don’t allow enough lee- 
Way, you may have to leave de- 
lightful spots en route when 
you'd rather linger. 


_As a matter of fact. a vaca- 
tion by car needn’t lead to a 
final destination at all. For a 
change, why not chart a great 
circle route—beginning and end- 
ing at home base—with a dozen 
different layovers, 
settling down in one place for 
the entire two weeks? 

_ While subject to some varia- 
tion, the AAA offers the fol- 
lowing. figures as “average” in 
transit expenses: 

In the neighborhood of $10.50 
a day for normal car operation; 
about $8 a day to feed two: ap- 
proximately $9 for a couple's 
overnight accommodation, and 
throw $2 in the kitty for ad- 
missions, amusements and tolls. 
This adds up to $29.50 per day 
per couple. 

Being wise in the ways of the 
world, AAA representatives ad- 
vise packing along an extra 15 
per cent for 


incidentals and 
emergencies. Once upon a time 
someone even arrived home 


with a few spare shekels. 

The above rates will work out 
fairly well unless you're a gour- 
met, a gambler or a wise guy 
behind the wheel. One skid can 
wipe out your bankroll and you 
too. 

However, since everyone: else 
has tried to “sell” safety by 
scaring you, I'll try a sneaky 
plea to the pocketbook instead. 
Hear this. The spokesman for 
this country’s biggest auto 
financing outfit says the aver- 
age car gets about 15 miles per 
gallon at about 30 miles per 
hour—its most efficient speed. 

From then on, your gas mile- 
age goes down as your speed 
goes up. At 60 m.p.h., the drop 
is 30 per cent and at 80 m.p.h., 
you're down to seven miles a 
gallon. Does another minute 
really matter that much? 

Under certain conditions, the 
AAA suggests special safety 
measures. In desert territory, 
check your tires every morning. 
Artificial heat pressure may 
build up during the day, but 
stopping along the road for a 
little while will cool them off. 

Carry some extra water by all 
means, but if you drive at a 
reasonable speed and your ra-

diator has been checked for 
leaks, you probably won't need it. 

Watch your water tempera- 
ture gauge, especially on long 
up-grades. 

In the mountains, don't ride 
your brakes on long or steep 
down-grades; second or low gear 
makes more sense. Remember 
to keep your radiator well-filled 
as water boils at a much lower 
temperature in the high alti- 
tudes. If your engine heats up 
and stops, you may have vapor 
lock. 

The cure? A damp cloth over 
the fuel pump for a few min- 
utes, (Can you tell the fuel 
pump from the other innards?) 
Carburetors adjusted for sea- 
level cruising may require cor- 
rection.

OU may remember that I 
Y toic you recently about the 

interesting things that were 
being done by the Canadian 
groups working for the Canadian 
Association for the United Na- 
tions through their association 
with UNESCO and its gift cou- 
pon plan. I believe I mentioned 
how sometimes they actually 
raised money and bought things 
that are needed by specific vil- 
lages and sent these things di- 
rect. Now I have information 
about a CARE project, which is 
called “Freedom Villeges.” 

U.N. technical advisers in 
various nations assist CARE in 
determining the needs of entire 
villages in under-developed 
countries. CARE then asks for 
contributions to send supplies 
and equipment needed to start 
a specific village toward self-suf- 
ficiency and a basic economy. 


= _ * 

I FIND that the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs has 
undertaken such a project for 
the village of Bazitpur in India, 
which is about 15 miles from 
Delhi and has a population of 
around 2000. This is the first 
village coming under the new 
CARE program and, of course, 
was chosen because India is the 
decisive area in Asia where we 
must demonstrate that the de- 
mocracies really are able to 
help—not only to heip but to 
do so and still allow people 
their freedom. It is hoped, of 
course, that this actual demon- 
stration will be more convinc- 
ing than any promises made by 
the Soviets. 

I am particularly glad that 
the Missouri Federation is pio- 
neering in this interesting pro- 
gram, and I think Mrs. Leonard 
E. Oliver of Kansas City, the 
federation president, deserves 
great praise for her efforts. 

Cc will send its signed 
receipts for money received and 
a description of the village as 
well as furnish six-month prog- 
ress reports.

you on arrival. No matter how 
swift, luxurious or convivial you 
find »ther conveyances, the fact 
remains that only a private car 
gets you exactly where you want 
to go when you want to get 
there. 

Come to think of it, I failed 
to mention an important item 
about rental. Did you realize 
that five or six of you can ride 
for the same single fee? 

Pile in the pup, parakeet, in- 
fant and ice-box ... switch on 
the radio and shrug out of your 
coat ... eat Limburger cheese 
or oil your sunburn. In Amer- 
ica, a man’s car is his castle. 

If you have given consid- 
eration to a vacation on the wa- 
ter, you may be interested to 
know that boating is the fastest 
growing holiday phenomenon in 
the United States today. 

Twenty million men, women 
and children will drift, row, 
steam or sai] the summer away 
in an estimated 5,250,000 small 
boats. While television has 
knocked some spectator sports 
for a count of nine, there are 
95 per cent more boats afloat 
now than six years ago. With 
one in every 31 of you already 
in the swim, so to speak, the 
subject is worth attention. In 
checking on boating activities, I 
learned two new words—yachtel 
and marina. A salty character 
explained them to me by saying 
that “a ‘marina’ is a motel at 
high tide, and ‘yachtel’ is fancy- 
pants for the same thing.” 

In other words, they're both 
a docking restaurant and rec- 
reation area for the jalopies and 
Jaguars of the water-world. An 
extended holiday on H20 is 
feasible even if you don't have 
sleeping and eating facilities 
aboard your craft. 

Think a boat is too rich for 
your blood? Did you know that 
a 12 to 14 footer, capable of 
carrying three to four people, 
will clip your wallet for just a 
couple of hundred dollars? An 
outboard motor will cost you 
another $200, and you'll require 
just about 50 gallons of inexpen- 
sive fuel to keep you put-putting 
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the entire season. 
ment is even less. 


An outboard cruiser, sleeping 
two or three, can be had for as 
little as $1300, new and com- 
plete. Unlike a car, it'll still be 
in style a quarter of a century 
from now. Of course, you can 
always buy a boat kit and as- 
semble it yourself, but start now 
for the summer of ‘56 or ‘57. 
Remember to build it smaller 
than the cellar door.

F you're not interested in a 

long-term investment, why not 

inquire about’ rental at the 
nearest “livery.” (Yes, livery 
means a small craft establish- 
ment as well as a horse stable.) 
An inboard cruiser, with bunks 
for four, will set you back about 
$250 a week. About $150 will 
fetch a two-sleeper for the same 
period. Prices generally drop 10 
per cent on a monthly charter. 

With all aboard sharing ex- 
penses on an equal basis—and 
considering the fact that the 
boat provides hotel accommoda- 
tions, cooking facilities, transpor- 
tation and recreation—the cost 
is fairly low. Incidentally, you 
can learn to run a motorboat in 
a couple of hours. In many 
places, the Coast Guard conducts 
free classes. 

For you who have already 
skimmed the surface of the local 
lake it’s time to spread your 
wake in other waterways. Cruis- 
ing guides are available from 
the United States Coast & Geo- 
detic Survey, Washington 25, 
D.C.; the Marine Sales Dept.; 
Texas Co., Chrysler Bldg., New 
York City; the Gulf Oil Co., 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and the Small 
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Craft Div., Socony Vacuum Co,, 
26 Broadway, New York City. 
Now to my pet discovery of 
the decade. Would you believe 
that boating is the big sport in 
some of the inland states? Take 
a look around, you who live 
there. The dams did it. Built 
by the Government to provide 
hydroelectric power, they also 


created immense lakes in the 
most unlikely places.

With 150 nationl parks in 40 
states—and all the state parks 
to boot—you're bound to be near 
one that suits your style. 


Add 180,000,000 acres of real 
estate administered by the Unit- 
ed States Forest Service ‘(now 
celebrating its fiftieth anniver- 
sary) and you really have a selec- 
tion. This latter includes 4700 
recreztion areas, 133,000 miles 
of roads and highway and in- 
numerable foot and horse trails. 

From past experience, I'd ad- 
vise you not to wait for infor- 
mation from Washington about 
the above. They're currently 
back-logged a couple of months 
on requests for descriptive ma- 
terial.

games, penalty 
doubles range from _  super- 
sound all the way down to 
psychic. 

Suppose, for example, that 
West has bid in such a way as 
to indicate that he is not afraid 
of pushing the enemy to game. 
The assumption is, then, that he 
intends to double if the op- 
ponents go get to game. Under 
this circumstance it may be 
more profitable for the weak 
hand of the partnership, East, 
to do the doubling, to confuse 
the issue for declarer in the 
play. 

Even expert declarers can be 
thrown off the scent by this 
tactic—as in this hand:

Plainly enough, East had noth- 
ing resembling a double of four 
hearts, but he took that action 
because he recognized, beyond 
the possibility of doubt, that 
West intended to double. 

Consider: North had passed 
originally and had taken no 
forward action on Round 2. Then 
he had raised South's second 
suit, but South had elected to 
hang a trick short of game—a 
very significant point. West had 
then refused to let South play 
the hand at three hearts, which 
was a virtual announcement that 
he could take care of (or thought 
he could) of four hearts. So, 
East doubled for West. 

It is entirely problematical, of 
course, whether declarer would 
have made the contract under 
any circumstances, but the facts 
are that he could have made it 
and that he didn’t make it. With 
East doubling. South was_afraid 
of going down two tricks®hence 
he played the hand cautiously, 
whereas if West had doubled, 
South undoubtedly would have 
placed all the key cards with 
him and would have operated 
quite differently.

Deputy Secretary of Defense 
Bob Anderson was »rought up 
in Godley, Tex., just 25 miles 
from the little town of Action, 
Tex., where his father grew up. 
Since cemeteries in little towns 
weren't apt to have endowments 
for perpetual care of the graves, 
it was the custom twice a year 
for everybody to pack up picnic 
lunch, spades, rakes, hoses, pile 
into the family conveyance and 
head for the cemetery to give it 
a thorough cleaning. 


Bob’s entire family, parents. 
grandparents and all. would 
drive to Action and do their 
share of restoring the condition 
of the weathered mounds and 
markers. When a little girl, 
Bob’s grandmother had know 
Mrs. Davy Crockett: so the 
young lad and his family made 
a point of looking after her 
grave. Her tombstone, Sec. An- 
derson remembers well. was 
topped by a statue of a pioneer 
woman facing in the direction 
of the Alamo where her husband 
died a hero’s death. The hand 
of the statue is raised to the 
bonnet as if to shield the eyes 
still watching for the return of 
Davy Crockett. 


Strangely enough, when the 
American Riflemen’s Association 
had the No. 2 man of the Penta- 
gon address them recently and 
subsequently sent him a fine, 
handmade rifle via Fess Parker 
who played the film role of 
Davy Crockett, none of them 
knew he used to tend the grave 
of Mrs. Davy Crockett.

Dining Room Furniture

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aps of all the furniture in 

the house—should be distinc- 
tively styled.

K. J. ‘‘Floral draperies 
with a wine-colored background 
have spoiled any good color 
scheme ideas I have had for 
some time. Now I am ready to 
change them, and would like 
your advice as to whether they 


will look good in a plain color;

be? The walls are gray; the sofa 
is rose; two chairs are green 
with a small figure in green, 
beige and rose; and we've re- 
cently changed the old wine rug 
for a gray one.”

For exam- 
ple, if the windows are near the 
green furniture, you run the 
risk of concentrating all the 
green in the same area.

THE BIBLE has two ac- 
counts of the ten command- 


ments, the first in the twentieth 
chapter of Exodus, and the sec- 
ond in the fifth chapter of Deu- 
teronomy. The two versions 
are almost identical as to word- 
ing. Though they are referred 
to as “the ten commandments” 
in Deuteronomy, they are not 
numbered from one to ten. 


There is no evidence to show 
how the commandments were 
originally arranged on the two 
tables of stone, but scholars 
think that they were not evenly 
divided, that four may have been 
on one table, and six on the 
other, or three on the first, 
leaving seven for the second.

mand to honor parents the fifth 
commandment, and so far as I 
could ascertain, they have always 
so considered it. 


The numbering depends upon 
whether you call the single 
statement, “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me” the first 
commandment, beginning the 
second with, “Thou shalt not 
make unto thee any graven 
image,” or whether you consider 
Exodus 20:3-6 as constituting 
the first commandment. Simi- 
larly at the end there may be 
two commandments on covetous- 
ness, numbered nine and ten, or 
a single one, numbered ten. 

Origen used one system, and 
St. Augustine the other, the East- 
ern church continuing to follow 
Origen after the Western church 
had accepted the Augustinian 
numbering. Then at the time of 
the Reformation, Luther retained 
the Augustinian tradition, where- 
as Calvin and the English church 
took the numbering of the Greek 
church.

NEVER AGAIN shall I refer 
to the commandments by num- 
ber. Suppose I were to say to 
a disrespectful daughter, “You 
have broken the fifth command- 
ment,” she might think I was 
accusing her of murder! The im- 
possible confusion as you go 
down the list does not bear 
thinking of. 

The important thing to re- 
member is that we could all say 
them in unison, and the mean- 
ing would be the same for every- 
body — Jew, Roman Catholic, 
Greek Catholic, Lutheran, An- 
glican, Methodist, Baptist or 
Presbyterian. It is good to re- 
call how much unites us.
